(Promulgated  September  11,  1944) 


Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Aot  of  April  7«  1941  (55 
Stat.  131 ;  7  U.  S.  C,  Supp.  Ill,  473d),  and  by  virtue  of  the 
authority  vested  in  the  TTar  Food  Administrator,  the  regulations 
applicable  to  ootton  fiber  and  spinning  tests  (7  CFR,  Cum.  Supp., 
27.501  et  seq.)  are  amended  to  read  as  follows:

Administration 

27.501  Authority.     The  Director  of  Distribution,  War  Food 
Administration,  is  charged  with  the  administration  of  the  provisions 
of  the  aot  and  the  regulations  in  this  part  and  is  authorized  to 
issue  such  instruotious  as  he  may  deem  proper  and  necessary. 
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27 •502  Laboratories.    Laboratories  shall  be  maintained  at 
points  designated  by  the  Direetor  of  Distribution. 

?lber  and  Spinning  Teste 

27.503  Testing  of  samples,    fhe  Director  of  Distribution  or 
his  authorized  representatives,  upon  written  requests,  shall  make 
fiber  and  spinning  tests  of  the  properties  of  ootton  samples  and 
report  the  results  thereof  to  the  persons  from  whotB  suoh  requests 
are  reoeived,  subjeot  to  oompliance  by  suoh  persons  with  the  regula- 
tions in  this  part  and  to  the  payment  by  them  of  feais  as  prescribed 
herein. 

27*504  Requirements  as  to  samples.    Eaoh  sample  of  ginned 
ootton  lint  submitted  for  fiber  tests  shall  weigh  approximately 
eight  ounoes  and  eaoh  sample  submitted  for  spinning  and  fiber  tests,, 
or  for  spinning  tests  alone*  shall  wei^  not  less  than  five  pounds 
when  oarded  yam  tests  are  desired  and  not  less  than  ei^t  pounds 
when  oombed  yarn  tests  are  desired.    Hhen  the  ginning  of  samples  for 
spinning  tests  Is  requested*  a  suf  fie  lent  quantity  of  seed  ootton  to 
provide  from  five  to  ten  pounds  of  lint  shall  be  submitted.  Eaoh 
sample  submitted  for  testing  shall  be  labeled  or  marked  to  show  the 
name  and  address  of  the  person  submitting  it  and  eaoh  sample  shall 
be  wrapped  separately.    Hie  separately  wrapped  sampl^^  may  hm  sent 
in  one  or  more  parcels*  eaoh  of  whioh  shall  bear  <m  the  outside 
thereof  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  submitting  it.    Eaoh  in- 
dividual sample  submitted  for  testing  shall  contain  a  tag  or  coupon 
bearing  a  number  or  other  identification  symbol,    persons  who  submit 
samples  to  laboratories  for  testing  shall  comply  with  any  Federal  or 
State  quarantine  requirements  applia&ble  to  counties  from  niiioh  suoh 
samples  are  shipped. 

27»505  Costs  of  submitting  samples.    The  trans  per  tatim  of 
samples  to  a  laboratory  for  testing  shall  be  wit^.out  expense  to  the 
Government. 

27*506  Disposition  of  samples.    The  remnants  of  samples  and 
the  other  materials  accumulated  in  the  making  of  tests  under  the 
regulations  in  this  part  shall  be  the  property  of  the  Government, 
but  portions  of  such  samples  and  materials  may  be  used  for  illustra- 
tive purposes  in  conneotion  with  laboratory  reports  submitted  to 
persons  applying  for  suoh  tests.    Upon  request,  cottonseed  will  be 
returned  to  the  owner  at  his  expense.

(b)  Persons  who  first  submit  samples  for  complete  fiber 
tests  as  provided  In  items  9  and  10  may  during  the  progress  of  such 
tests,  or  within  sixty  days  after  the  date  of  the  laboratory  report 
on  any  test,  file  a  supplemental  request  for  a  complete  spinning 
test  of  the  same  cotton,  and  the  total  fees  assessed  for  such  com- 
bined tests  shall  be  as  prescribed  in  items  I4  to  19,  inclusive. 

(c)  Fees  for  combinations  of  tests  not  provided  for  in  this 
section  shall  be  as  determined  by  the  Director  of  Distribution. 

27»508  Fees  for  special  tests.     In  the  discretion  of  the 
Director  of  Distribution,  special  tests  not  listed  in  27.5'07  may  be 
made  to  the  extent  that  available  facilities  will  permit,  subject 
to  the  payment  of  fees  as  determined  by  him. 

27»5C9  Payment  of  fees.    As  soon  as  practicable  after  the 
fifteenth  and  the  last  day. of  each  calendar  month,  bills  shall  be 
rendered  by  officers  in  charge  of  testing  laboratories  to  all  persons 
from  whom  payment  of  fees  and  costs  under  the  regulations  in  this 
part  shall  have  become  due,  provided  that  when  necessary  any  bill 
may  be  rendered  at  an  earlier  date.    Payments  under  the  regulations 
in  this  part  shall  be  by  certified  check  or  by  draft  or  post  office 
or  express  money  order  payable  to  the  order  of  "Treasurer  of  the 
United  States." 


27-510  Limitation  of  testing  services.     If  at  any  time  funds 
available  for  services  under  the  regulations  in  this  part  may  be  in- 
sufficient to  provide  for  the  testing  of  all  ssunples  that  may  be 
subndtted  for  the  purpose,  the  Director  of  Distribution  r.ay  place 
reasonable  limitations  upon  the  quantities  of  samples  to  be  sub- 
mitted by  individuals  during  any  one  fiscal  year  cr  any  one  calendar 
month,  and  may  direct  that  samples  received  from  cotton  breeders 
shall  take  precedence  over  those  received  from  other  persons.

27»5ll  Confidential  infonnation.    Ho  inforaati<»i  o<mo©raing 
individual  tests  under  the  regulations  in  this  part  shall  be 
published  or  oonmunioated  in  suoh  a  way  as  to  disclose  to  others 
the  identity  of  the  owners  of  ootton  represented  by  samples  sut 
mitted  for  testing,  exoept  with  the  written  permission  of  suoh 
owners • 

27.512  False  and  misleading  information*    The  pubiloatioi 
or  oommunioatioii  by  any  person  of  false  or  misleading  information 
oonoeming  the  results  of  tests  as  reported  by  laboratories  under 
the  regulations  in  this  part  shall  be  deemed  suffioient  oause  for 
denial  of  testing  services  to  suoh  persons.
